Fred Meyer, Santa Anita Dis¬ 
trict Ranger, announced this 
week that the emergency war¬ 
time fire season closures in the 
Angeles National Forest, ordered 
in June and closing all nearby 
trails to the public have been 
cancelled and the area opened. 
Restrictions are still in effect, 
however, around flood control, 
water and power structures. These 
areas will remain closed and 
unaer rigid guard. 

Snow removal and other main¬ 
tenance jobs on mountain high¬ 
ways leading to recreational 
areas may be discontinued, at 
least temporarily during bad 
storm periods ,on the Angeles 
Crest Highway from Red Box to 
the end of route, so equipment 
and funds may be concentrated 
on roads vital to the war etuort. 
The Angeles Crest will be main¬ 
tained nowever, as far as Red 
Box because it is the access 
route to the Angeles Forest 
Highway cut-off to Palmdale and 
to the Mt. Wilson observatory 
road. 

All winter sports playgrounds 
in the Angeles Forest, including 
Mt. Waterman and Big Pines ski 
area will be maintained through¬ 
out the winter. 

Although summer smoking 
regulations have been lifted, any¬ 
one found being careless with 
cigarettes and fire will be ar¬ 
rested and prosecuted. 

Meyer also announced this 
week that Henry Doll, formerly 
assistant fire dispatcher in the 
Pasadena office , is replacing 
Keith Kaylor at the Santa Anita 
station.

Japanese To 
Serve U. S. 


Two Boys Born Here Are 
Being Trained For Army 
Intelligence Bureau 

Word comes from the Japanese 
relocation center at Rivers, Ariz., 
to which Sierra Madre Japanese 
have been transferred .that two 
Sierra Madre Japanese-American 
boys have been sent from there 
to a training school in a north¬ 
western state where they are be¬ 
ing prepared for service in the 
Army Intelligence Bureau, having 
previously passed army tests for 
the assignments. 

They are sons of well known 
Japanese families who resided 
and were in business here for 
many years. A brother of one of 
the boys has been in the Army 
since late in 1940. Oddly enough 
both of them attribute the op¬ 
portunity that now presents it¬ 
self to serve the United States to 
the fact that against their wishes 
they attended a Japanese langu¬ 
age school that operated on 
Grove st. here and to rthe con¬ 
duct of which several local Japa 
reae were interned when the 
school was ordered closed by the 
government. At this school they 
learned the Japanese language 
which is the first essential in the 
duties for which they are being 
trained. 

Graduates of the school they 
are attending will be sent with 
contingents of the Army into 
countries overrun by the Japa¬ 
nese after the attack on Pearl 


SIERRA MADREANS ATTACK 
FOOD SHORTAGE PROBLEM 
ON THREE FRONTS 


FAILURE TO PLANT VICTORY 
GARDENS IS HELD DELIBERATE 
SABOTAGING OF WAR EFFORT 


With the certainty that the 
shortage of fresh vegetables will 
be more acute this than last year 
Sierra Madreans are not only 
planting Victory gardens in a big 
way, but are taking other steps 
to meet the food shortage. With 
the meat supply scant, uncertain 
and scheduled for rationing next 
month, and eggs almost un¬ 
obtainable, they are going in for 
the raising of chickens and rab¬ 
bits. 

With new home and other con¬ 
struction prohibited by the priori¬ 
ties system, City Building In¬ 
spector William Lees reports the 
value of building permits issued 
during the last few months prac¬ 
tically nil. Instead of scanning 
plans and inspecting the con¬ 
struction of new homes his time 
is largely given over to okeying 
plans for rabbit hutches and 
chicken houses. Dozens of them 
have been built within the last ^0 
days. 

Fear of growing labor short¬ 
ages, uncertainty about trans¬ 
portation and the fact that sev¬ 
eral large truck producing areas 
have been taken over by the gov¬ 
ernment Is sure to greatly re¬ 
duce the production of garden 
truck in Los Angeles oounty and 
it is expected there will be at 
least half a dozen Victory gar¬ 
dens here during 1943 fbr every 
one in 1942. 

Local residents are so Victory 
garden conscious that many re¬ 
quests have been made that the 
Sierra Madre Garden Club devote 
an early meeting to the subject. 
This will be done at a dinner 
meeting of the club to be held 
at the Masonic Temple at 6:30 
next Tuesday evening, January 


11, and thereafter a part of 
every meeting will be given over 
to a discussion of vegetable 
gardening. President-elect F.D.R. 
Moote and other recently elected 
officers will assume their duties 
at this January 11 meeting, which 
the public may attend by making 
reservations through ’phone 6204. 

An idea of the scarcity of 
vegetables during the coming 
spring and summer is given in a 
statement issued from the office 
of Harold J. Ryan, Los Angeles 
County Agricultural Commission¬ 
er, in which he says that in a 
single non-irrigated area where 
Japanese farmers planted 3,150 
acres of vegetables in the spring 
of 1942, only 625 acres of truck 
crops will be planted this year, the 
remainder of the land going into 
grain and dry lima beans. 

There is gloom in every word 
of the statement for lovers of 
com on the cob, asparagus, 
cantaloupes, cucumbers and to¬ 
matoes. If present intentions of 
farmers interviewed materialize, 
he says, plantings of these gen¬ 
eral favorites will be considerably 
reduced. He expects acreage 
gains in crops of cabbage, car¬ 
rots, broccoli, green lima beans, 
spinach and potatoes. 

Another paragraph of the 
statement will give the house- 


"We can't win with weeds”, difficulties, 
the State Council of Defense ad¬ 
vises in a bulletin just issued, 
warning that every householder, 
who is growing weeds instead of 
vegetables in his backyard, is 
sabotaging the food-for-vietory 
program. 

Furthermore, any householder 
who does not raise his own vege¬ 
tables during the coming year, 
is going to have to go without 
many of the edibles he once set 
on his table. 

Urging early plantings of Vic¬ 
tory Gardens ,the council listed 
as* suitable for January seed 
plantings in the state, the fol¬ 
lowing : beets, carrots, endive, 
leek, letture, mustard greens 
onions (sets or seeds 1, parsley, 
parsnips ,peas, radishes, spinach 
and turnips. Plants to be set out 
in January include broccoli, 
brussels sprouts, cabbage, cel¬ 
ery, cauliflower, kale and arti¬ 
chokes and asparagus (second 
year crop). 

Carrots, onions, peas, cabbage, 
beets and spinach are on the 
“essential list”, -ording to the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
since they’re highest in food 
value. Of secondary Tood value 
are letture, celery and cauli¬ 
flower. 

One of the advantages of aJn- 
uary plantings, the council 
pointed out, is in the fact that 
irrigation is not a requisite, and 
gardens therefore require less 
care. 

Seeds and plants, in most 
cases, are plentiful, despite labor 
shortages and transportation

But I can imagine the j 
friendliest animal being driven 
into stark terror and becoming \ 
dangerous to his own master or i 
mistress in the hell of an air raid, i 
And If an air raid ever come: j 
to this hotel, I’m prepared with j 
the aspirin and the bromide—and 
I’d advise every pet owner to be 
prepared likewise .whether at j 
home or traveling.”

Brown saw action in the Atlantic, 
but there is military information 
which endangers the lives of 
American (fighting men in stat¬ 
ing that Pvt. John Jones, "Com¬ 
pany C, 600th Infantry," is in 
Australia, or Seaman Tom Brown, 
"Aboard the U.S.S. Wisconsin," 
is in the Atlantic. 

The bulletin adds: "We ask 
editors not to publish these troop 
identifications .and ask parents 
and relatives not to reveal them. 
Don’t give the enemy anything 
that may lengthen the war!"
